Such a "visitor" 
appeared at the home of 
the Richard Giles family 
in Lawford's Gate, 
England in the 
Autumn of 1761.

A marked pin was inserted into a pin 
cushion which was then tucked under Molly's 
dress; within a few minutes she cried out in 
pain. The pin had become imbedded in her 
neck and in addition had been oddly bent by 
an unseen hand. 

Four times this closely watched test was 
produced, always with the same result. 


Then Durbin suggested that another 
observer, a sturdy Major, be set to stand the 
watch over the children. 


February 19, 1762 


Molly and Dobby were pulled from the arms 
of their hired guard and dashed to the floor. 
Their bodyguard was powerless to resist the 
energy of the supernatural being at work. 


The officer carefully searched the room. But 
found nothing that could, even remotely, be 
connected with these attacks.
